HIS volume, the first of the Stoke 
Park monographs on “ Mental 
Deficiency and Other Problems of the 
Human Brain and Mind,” consists of 
seventeen papers by members of the staff 
of Stoke Park. They are designed to give 
a clear and concise account of the methods 
and objectives prosecuted in the institu- 
tion. They represent the results of many 
years’ study, original research and 
thought, and deal thoroughly with the 
various aspects of that grave social 
problem, the care and treatment of the 
feeble-minded. ‘The opening article by 
Professor Berry, the Director of Medical 
Services, describes the special medical and 
biological methods followed in the institu- 
tion for the study and diagnosis of mental 
insufficiency, together with the reason for 
their adoption.

Mr. James L. Grant has attempted a novel 
whose fundamental idea is based on the com- 
plex problems that obsessed D. H. Lawrence. 
Neither his method nor his interpretation is 
likely to prove very satisfactory to those 
steeped in the writings of D. H. Lawrence, 
or familiar with the extensive literature con- 
cerning him. - David Marsh does not bear any 
very close resemblance to Lawrence, as we 
know him through the eyes of Rebecca West 
or Midleton Murry. Undoubtedly his re- 
lationship with women and his failure to find 
perfection im sex are similar on the surface. 
but we suspect that the key to the problems 
of Lawrence must be found in his own writ- 
ings, and that sufficient time has not elapsed 
since his death for an impartial analysis of 
his personality. 

Mr. Grant is entitled to interpret, but one 
wonders if he would not have written a 
better novel if he had been content to in- 
terpret David Marsh and had ignored his 
pseudo-résemblance to an actual individual.

Mr. COSGRAVE complained of the 
dificulty of getting any definite information 
from the Minister concerning the introduction 
of new legislation. Not long ago the Minister 
told them that the present measure wouid 
be introduced after the recess, and only a 
few nights ago five eopies of the measure 
were distributed among a favoured few.

scribed the bill as unsound, and any exten- 
sion of the beet-growing industry wnsound 
and uneconomic. The Carlow experiment 
had been carried out very efficiently in one 
of the best factories in the world, in an ideal 
location from the point of view of having 
a large number of tillage farmers and first- 
class tillage land around. it, and the 
best technical skill available. It had 
been definitely proved at Carlow that 
there were no advantages in growing 
beet in this country. That factory was 
eosting £400,000 a year in order to pay a 
dividend of 10 per cent. For that money 
they were getting from 12,000 to 15,000 acres 
of tillage at a cost of £28 or £3 per acre, 
In employment on the land they were getting 
little more than they would get from sowing 
mangels or turnips, At certain periods of 
the year a certain amount. of juvenile labour 
was employed, and for three months of the 
year employment was given in the factory 
to a comparatively small number. The ratio 
of wages to the cost was extraordinarily low, 
At the moment the grower was getting 39s, 
per ton for beet—that could only be given 
by a first class factory—and what was the 
farmer making out of it, on the basis of a 
£400,000 subsidy? Beet at 39s. did not pay 
the farmer better than mangels or turnips 
fed to cattle or sheep when catile were 40s. 
per cwt. If this was so, why have sugar 
beet at all? 

France, Czechoslovakia, Belgium and 
Poland did not produce beef, grass or mangels 
as we did. Every one of them grew sugar 
beet. Farmers in this country could produce 
very good live stock, and make a big success 
of them, and the standard of living of the 
Irish farmer when he was producing live 
stock was incoimparably higher than that of 
farmers who produced beet. In most Con- 
tinental countries the beet sugar industry was 
subsidised. In some cases it was half the 
amount of our own subsidy, but the price 
paid te growers was half also, 


“A WASTE OF MONEY.” 

If more people were to live on the land 
much of the present nonsense must be 
stopped. The Government were now telling 
the people that they were giving beet fac- 
tories out of which as much profit would be 
made as out of farming, but that could not 
be done. The Free State could not afford 
the sheer extravagance of these factories, cost- 
ing £200,000 a year each. A net 20,000 
acres of extra tillage would not be 
secured out of it all. It would be found that 
a Government subsidy would be needed after 
@ while to give the farmers a better price, 
and the Government would seek to make 
political capital. 

The whole thing was a complete waste of 
money, and it would be found “that in ten 
years that the experiment was a had one. 


MORE EMPLOYMENT. 


Mr. CLERY (Fianna Fail) said that employ- 
ment must be created for the growing popula- 
tion; also that the idle land must be used. 
Mr. Hogan chose to ignore those two things, 
while the Minister for Agriculture banked his 
case on those things. Mr. Hogan's was a 
defeatist policy, which could not and. must 
not be adopted here.

WATERFORD FISHERY 
PROSECUTIONS,

The story of an early morning encounter 


between water bailiffs aud alleged salmon 
poachers, during which shots were fired, was 
described at Waterford District Court yestey- 
day, when John Rowe, Fatrick McGrath and 
Power, all fishermen, of Bally- 
gcrey, Co. Kilkeany, were charged with 
legal fishing 

Wilham Hewitt, bailiff, Waterford Fishery 
Board, said that he was on duty on the morn- 
ing of 2ud April at Ballygorey, with another 
bailiff, overlooking the backward portion of 
a river. They neard » boat on the river, 
and later the sounds of salmon being killed. 

When the men came to -he bank witness 
jumped between them and the boat. He saw 
some of the men, whom he afterwards iden- 
tified as McGrath, Power and Rowe. The 
latter began to throw stones at him, Witness 
saw salmon in the boat, and one man leaped 
into it and threw the salmon into the river. 

Witness to'd Rowe that if he did not step 
throwing stones he would fire on him; Rowe 
persisted and witness drew his gun and fired 
twice in the air.

RENT OF SANTRY

CLAIM AGAINST A T.D.

THE COLEMAN CASE. 


AMOUNT OF BAIL REDUCED. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 

An application was made on behalf of W. 
Henryl Coleman, of 22 Charlotte street, 
Dublin, a prisoner in Mountjoy Jail, for an 
order reducing the amounts of £15,000 and 
two sureties of £5,000 fixed as bail for his 
appearance at his trial for alleged arson and 
possession of a firearm with intent to endanger 
life.

the bail granted by the District Justice

30th January set fire to the premises 22 
Charlotte street with intent to defraud the 
New Ireland Asstrance Company of £20,000. 
On the 1st June he was charged with nye 
a pistol, with intent to endanger life, an 
with having it without a permit. He was 
born and reared in Dublin, and from birth 
had continuously resided with his parents 
and had never been found guilty or ‘von- 


victed of any offence. The case for the 
State was based on an alleged fraudulent 
claim under a policy of insurance. The 
amount of the claim was £20,000 in respect 
of building loss, stock and utensils in trade, 
machinery and equipment, and two motor 
cars, and the total amount of stock included 
in the claim sheet as having been destroyed 
or damaged in the fire was £23,578 (insured 
in the licy), and comprised about 2,842 
items. The claim, which was now alleged to 
be fraudulent, was the conjoint work of the 
insurance compa ty, his assessors and himself.

(BEFORE MR, JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 

N-a case in which Mrs. Elizabeth Lena 
| O'Halloran, shopkeeper, Corner House, 

Dublin street, Longford, is plaintiff, and 
Mr. Conor Maguire, Attorney-General, is 
defendant, 

Mr. Geoghegan, K.C., who, with Mr. M. 
J. Connolly (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor), appeared fur the defendant, ap- 
plied to the Court for an order that this 
action be stayed, as being frivolous, vexatious, 
and an abuse of the process of the Court; 
}that the summons in the case be removed 
from the files of the Court, and for costs. 

Counsel stated that in October last a man 
named Patrick Farrell, of Mucknagh, Killoe, 
Co. Longford, made an informauon before 
Mr. John W. Hogan, Peace Commissioner, 
at Longford, alleging that Mrs. O'Halloran 
and Patrick Joyce had obtained from him by 
means of a trick the sum of £5. Joyce, it 
appeared, represented to Farrell that he had 
the necessary equipment for coining money, 
and for the purpose of obtaining this equip- 
ment or apparatus Farrell parted with the 

in question. Both Joyce and Mrs. 
O'Halloran were arrested; proceedings were 
instituted against them; dépositions were 
taken in the District Court; they were re- 
turned for trial upon bail, and were tried at 
the Circuit Court at Longford; they pleaded 
‘“‘not guilty,” and were found “not guilty” 
by the jury. 

Mr. Alex Lynn (instructed by Mr. P. J. 
Mallon) resisted the applicatio. on the ground 
that it was premature and could not be enter- 
tained until the statement of claim had deen 
delivered. The Attorney-General had put 
the plaintiff to trouble and expense in pre- 
paring her defence; placed upon her the 
stigma of being a thief: and, after four 
months’ cogitation of the case, instead of 
entering a nolle prosequi, offered her the 
opportunity of applying for an adjournment 
of the case. It was an appalling suggestion 
that the Attorney-Ge .eral could Machen the 
character of citizens by levelling a charge 
— them witaout their having a remedy. 
This lady suffered a great wrong. Her arrest 
and the charge against her were not legally 
justifiable. Even if she were indiscreet, the 
Attorney-General had no right to order a 
prosecution against her. 

Mr. Geoghegan cited authorities in sup- 
port of his contention thut the Court had 
— to stay proceedings in a case of this 
ind, and dealt witb the procedure which 
enabled this to be done at an early stage of 
the proceedings. 


JUDGMENT. 


In giving judgment, Mr. Justice O’Byrne 
stated that he was satisfied that an applica- 
tion of this nature might be made at any 
time after the issue of the writ, and, in a 
proper case, ought to be made at the earliest 
possible opportunity. He was satisfied that 
he was in a position to deal with the matter. 

Proceeding, he said that the action was 
brought by Mrs. O’Halloran against tho 
Attorney-General *‘ claiming £10,000 damages 
for defamation of character and injury to the 
plaintiff by falsely charging the plaintiff with 
conspiracy to steal and the larceny of £5 
when the defendant had no lawful grounds 
in fact; and in law, for making said charges, 
‘and with interfering with plaintiff's righis 
to make defence at law to said charges when 
the defendant sent a message to plaintiff's 
counsel on the day of the hearing of said 
charges by the Circuit Court Judge and jury 
for plaintiff to make an application to the 
Cireuit Court Judge for an adjournment of 
the trial of the plaintiff of said charges.” 

A complaint, Mr. Justice O’Byruae said, 
had been made by Patrick Farrell that a sum 
of £5 had been obtained from him in circum- 
stances which practically amounted to larceny ; 
that it had been obtained from him. by a 
trick; and that the parties responsible were 
Patrick Joyce and the plaintiff in this action. 
Mr. Lynn's argument was that there was no 
evidence at any time against the plaintiff; 
that she should never have been proceeded 
wguinst; that the Attorney-General, in 
bringing proceedings against her, was guilty 
of a wholly unjustifiable act whereby she was 
deprived of her liberty and put to expense in 
connection with this trial. 


IMPORTANT FUNCTIONS. 


“The Attorney-General,’’ he continued, 
“ has very important functions to perform in 
connection with the administration of the 


Criminal Law. One of his most important 
functions consists in the direction of prosecu- 
tions. Normally, these prosecutions are 
started in the first instance by the police 
authorities; depositions are taken in the 
District Court ; and, when that stage has been 
reached, and when the District Court has 
ag seg its functions, the matter comes 
efore the Attorney-General, who has to 
determine whether or not an indictment is 
to be preferred against the accused before a 
jury. It is not suggested that, in the present 
case, the Attorney-General had any action 
with this prosecution, or took any part in it 
until the depositions came before him in the 
ordinary way.” 

Having dealt with the deposition made by 
Patrick Farrell, Mr. Justice O'Byrne said that 
he was satisfied that there was ample evidence 
before the Attorney-General to justify him 
in directing a prosecution against the present 
bais In those circumstances was she to 

e allowed to bring an action against the 
Attorney-Genera]? 


“ STARTLING 
CONSEQUENCE,” 

“To allow this action to proceed,’’ said 
Mr. Justice O’Byrne, “ would, in my opinion, 
involve this startling consequence that, in 
every case where a pefson tried on indict- 
ment was acquitted by direction of the judge, 
or by the verdict of the jury, he would be 
entitled to bring an action for damages 
against the Attorney-General. That, in my 
opinion, is not the ition of the law. I am 
quite satisfied that thar ronenis action is wholly 
groundless, frivolous, and is an abuse of the 
process of this court.” 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne made an order 
directing that the action be stayed, and 
awarded costs to the Attorney-General. 

Arising out of the same matter, there are 
other actions by Mrs, O'Halloran against 
Superintendent Liddy, District Justice Kenny 
and Mr. John W. Hogan, Peace Commissioner.

HE Kitchen Scene from the “' Lily: of 
Killarney ” makes a Capital centre- 
piece for a programme that is half Irish 
and half operatic. That is what we are 
romised by the Dublin Broadcasting 
Btation to-night. The Station Opera Com- 
any has been got together again after a 
ba interval Íor the performance of the 
brief extract from Benedict’s opera. One 
supposes that “ The Lily of Killarney ”’ 
will continue for many years to come a 
favourite among operas with Irish people, 
as it has been for more than fifty years. 

If so, the reason surely will be the pre- 
servative power of melody; every other 
element of the work is out of accord with 
present-day tastes. The public to-day is 
accustomed to new styles in drama, and 
more especially in Irish drama, which have 
put melodrama of the ‘‘ Colleen Bawn ”’ 
type hopelessly out of date. Similarly, 
Gerald Griffin’s ambling style and old- 
fashioned sentiments are uncongenial to 
modern literary taste and to the new spirit 
in Ireland ; and, whereas '““The Collegians”’ 
(which tells the story familiar to admirers 
of the “ Lily of Killarney ’’) formerly 
was read in every household, few of onr 
younger people seem to know anything of 
it. 

Indeed, for that matter, it may be that 
the voung people do not know the opera as 
their elders do, Their opportunities for 
making and keeping acquaintance with it 
are fewer. To-night’s brief reminder of the 
charm of Benedict’s music will please, 
most of all, those listeners who know it of 
old, 

Curious that it should have been written 
for a favourite Irish story by a German who 
spent most of his life in England! I do 
not know whether Sir Julius Benedict ever 
was in Ireland; his main qualification for 
the task of setting music to the story was 
his special familiarity with the operas of 
Balfe, obtained while he was conductor at 
Drury Lane during Bunn’s management. 
Balfe wrote operas on plots laid in half a 
dozen countries of Europe, but not one 
referring to Ireland. It was left to his 
German associate to repair the omission.

Dublin, an. a aoe welcome to xi“ 
British Medical Association—the world's 
largest and most powerful body of medical 
men. Fifty doctors attended the inaugural 
meeting of the Association in 1832, and 
since then its guiding ‘principle has been 
the defence of the profession’s best 
interests and of those public interests 


which are identical with them. To-day the* 


Association has some thirty-five thousand 
members in all parts of the Empire. Since 
1887, when the last meeting was held in 
Dublin, the art of medicine has made 
enormous strides; they are outlined 
by Professor T. Gillman Moorhead, 
President-elect of the British Medical 
Association, in the Supplement which 
we shall issue next Tuesday. ‘‘ More 
advance,” he says, ' has taken place 
in the last hundred years than in 
all the previous centuries’ of man’s 
existence, and much of this adv-nce has 
taken place since 1887.” It has been 
made not only in methods of treatment 
and diagnosis, but in knowledge of the 
causes of disease. Serum therapy, vaccine 
therapy, the X-ray treatment, the 
discovery of insulin—these are some of the 
triumphs that medicine has achicved in 
recent years, fo the vast benefit of the 
human race. Surgery, too, has won new 
victories, and all the dread perils of sepsis 
have been overcome. There is no halt 
in medical progress; perhaps, before the 
British Medical Association meets again 
in Dublin, the problem of cancer will have 
been solved, 

Discere ac docere is the motto of the true 
man of science. On the one hand, the 
British Medical Association’s visit must be 
an inspiration to the art of healing in 
Ireland. For one crowded week it will 
invade, and will sweep away, the isolation 
which, however active our doctors’ minds 
may be, is an outcome of our geography. 
It brings into our halls of medica] learn- 
ing not only the latest results of science, 
but the men who have produced them. 
On the other hand, the Empire's 
assembled doctors will take, as we 
hope, not only pleasure, but profit, 
from their visit to Dublin, The Associa- 
tion’s visit reminds us of a thing which 
we are apt to forget in these distressful 


| days—that politics are not the country’s 
‘only interest or its only tradition. Ireland 
‘has a high tradition of scholarship and 


She has kept well abreast of 


In some respects she has her own methods 
of treatment, and in some branches—such 


| as obstetrics—she has won eminence. At 


present the future of hospitals causes 
concern in Great Britain, and the position 
in the Free State is peculiarly interesting. 
Our ought to stimulate 
medical for we are rich in 
medical achievement. Such names as 
Colles, Stokes; Corrigan, Banks and 
Wright are woven into the very texture 
of British medicine. 

Indeed, we expect many good results 
from the Association’s visit. It will be 
good for the doctors ; it will be good for 
our Irish public, which is too much dis- 
posed to take the doctors’ services for 
granted. The discussions of next week 
cannot fail to fill the least instructed 
reader with a new respect for that 
guardian of his health—

What knowledge can perform, is diligent to

Who, doomed to go in company with pain 
And fear and bloodshed, miserable train, 


Turns his necessity to glorious gain. 
It is a splendid thought that those 
qualities of courage, patience and un- 
selfishness which our doctors fling in the 
face of death are shared alike by the most 
famous specialist and by the loneliest 
dispensary doctor in Connemara. We are 
reminded, too, that, beyond any other 
class of Irishmen, our doctors are our link 
with the world that lies outside our 
borders. This year the British Association 
is in Dublin; two years hence it will be 
in Australia; within the Commonwealth 
of British Nations it has established its 
own commonwealth of science. In that 
commonwealth no doctors move more 
freely, or are held in higher esteem, than 
those who graduate from our Irish medica] 
schools. Yesterday, in his happily-worded 
greeting to the Association, the Minister 
for Local Government said that this island 
for centuries had sent forth to all parts of 
the world a stream of trained practitioners 
who had enhanced the reputation of their 
schools. Every Irishman must pray that 
the stream will suffer no check in any 
of the years to come. The loss of an 
almost illimitable field of medical service 
would be a calamity for Ireland, and we 
think that it would be a misfortune for 
mankind,

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Missionaries in Egypt. 


The services of the British Government, 
one of whose functions is to keen a 
watchful eye on the welfare of foreign 
citizens and foreign interests, are 
being invoked in Egypt. According to 
the Diplomatic Correspondent of the Davly 
Telegraph, it is likely to imitiate an 
exchange of views between itself, the 
Egyptian Government and the principal! 
foreign Governments on the subject of | 
religious missions in Egypt, At present | 
that country is suffering from a series of 
anti-missionary outbursts, some of which 
have been grave and are creating a con- 
siderable amount of concern. The facts 


conducted themselves invariably in the 
most tactful or most sensible fashion. In a 
few cases pressure may have been brought 
upon Moslem children, at an impression 
able age, to become converts to one form 
or another of Christianity. Furthermore, 
missionaries have made slighting reference 
in sermons or pamphlets to the faith of 
Islam and its founder. Doubtless, 
indiscretions would have caused little or 
no trouble if they had not been diverted 
to political purposes by Egypt’s unquiet 


and some of the Wafdists, 
Nationalists, have. seized upon them, and 
have employed them as a means to lash 


to fever heat. The whole question is very 
delicate—particularly for King Fuad's 
Government, which is anxious to remain 
on good terms with the other nations. but 
is far from strong enough to suppress the 
agitation of its turbulent nationals. 
Britain can control her own missionaries, 
but not those of other nations, while she 
must intervene forcibly, if the occasion 
requires, for the protection of all or any 
of them. It will be a good thing if the 
projected exchange of views brings satis- 
factory results; if it fails, 
foreign missions in Egypt will be doubtful.

Australia’s New Notes. 


The head of the Prince of Wales 
profile is one of the innovations intro 
duced in the new currency notes which 
shortly will be put into circulation in 
Australia.

Indian airman who is fying round 
the world in an attempt to beat 
“- record,” left Flat Airport, Alaska, 
yesterday at 7.28 a.m. local time (6.28 
p.m, B.S.T.) and landed at Fairbanks at 
10.22 a.m. (9.22 p.m. B.S.T.). 

The next stage of his flight is to 
Edmonton, Alberta. If he reaches New 
York—a distance of about 3,000 miles—by 
midnight (B.S.T.) to-day he will have 
beaten the “ record ” of 8 days 15 hours 
15 minutes by a day.

N the House of Commons this afternoon 
Mr. .Neville Chamberlain (Chancellor 
of the Exchequer) moved a resolution ap- 
proving the Government's proposals tor 
the conversion of the twenty-year 53 per 
cent. gold bonds issued in connection with 
the loan of 250,000,000 dollars raised in 
the United States of America in 1917. 

Mr. Chamberlain said that in 1917 the 
Government raised a loan in the United 
States of 250,000,000 dollars. Part of this 
had been extinguished, but there still 
remained 136,000,000 dollars, of which the 
principal was repayable in 1937. Mean- 
while, the interest which it carried was at 
the rate of 54 per cent. 

These bonds contained a clause which 
provided that the principal and_ interest 
were payable, if paid in New. York, in 
gold dollars, or gold coin of the United 
States of the standard weight and fineness 
which existed on February. 1, 1917. The 
effect of the clause, after the United States 
had gone off the gold standard, was that 
holders of bonds could demand any number 
of déllars which were expressed in the 
bond, but that number of dollars increased 
in the proportion that paper dollars were 


Act the United States Government abro- 
gated the gold clause, and the passage of 
that legislation created a situation with 
regard to these bonds to which the Gu- 
vernment had given very careful and 
anxious consideration. In view of the 


egal obligation upon us to Tresume a 
liability of which we had been lawfully 
relieved by the Government of the United 
States. 

There were other considerations which 
could not be set aside. The circumstances 
were exceptional—he might almost say 
unique. It was not our practice to use 
New York as a banking centre, but this 
was a war loan.

holders of the loan would accept an offer 
for repayment in sterling instead of in 
dollars.

The Duke of Atholl is stated to have in- 
terested himself in a lottery «r sweepstake 
scheme for the benefit of British charities on 
the St. Leger horse race, which scheme was 
abandoned after its legality under British 
law had been questioned. It is stated that 
the Free State Customs authorities seized in 
the course of post tickets concerned with the 
undertaking. i 

Inquiries in Dublin show that Customs 
authorities have instructions to refuse entry 
to tickets of sweepstakes organised outside 
this country. ng . 

An Official of the Revenue Commissioners 
Department has stated that any such sweep- 
stakes are illegal, and that the importation, 
sale or circulation of such tickets is prohibited 
by law. 

“The Post Office has received instructions to 
open any letters suspected of containing 
tickets for sweepstakes not promoted in the 
Free State. Wherever such tickets are dis- 
covered they are confiscated. - The regulations 
also provide for the opening of letters sus- 
pected of containing money remittances for 
tickets in outside sweepstakes, and íor the 
return óf the money to the senders. 

Whether tickets in the abandoned Duke of 
Atholl sweepstake came into the hands of the 
authorities hors has not transpired.

The Minister’s speech, in moving the 
second reading of the bill, fell into two 
categories—the informative and the decora- 
tive. 
passages, the following may be quoted : — 

‘We shall have circulating in the 
neighbourhood of these factories a sum of 
almost £2,000,000 per annum, passing 
from hand to hand, fertilising every. kind 
of industry, energising every enterprise, 
and providing for all our people an 
incentive to labour that hitherto they had 
not had.” / 

In his statistical passages the Minister 
was much less adeguate, and his narrative 
had to be helped along by questioning 
from the Opposition benches. The bill 
aims at providing £500,000 for subsidising 
the beet sugar industry, which, in the 
Minister's opinion, can then be put on its 
feet by, among other means, AE sóiir the 
price now paid to farmers for beet and 
increasing the price of sugar to the con- 
sumer 

After all this, and the fact that the tax- 
payer would have to foot the cost of the 
scheme itself, the Minister cheerfully an- 
nounced that ‘‘ the net gain to the people 
of the State will be not less than 
£600.000.’’ This calculation he based on 
the fact that all the money which goes 
ont of the country in the purchase of 
sugar will be kept within the Free State's 
boundaries. 


NOT GOOD BUSINESS. 


Mr. Cosgrave could not agre« with this 
line of economic reasoning. it did not 
seem good business to -him to save 
£500,000 by spending £1,000,000. If the 
Government thought it was, why did they 
not save all the money that left the 
country by growing such things as 
oranges, bananas: and grape fruit, and 
even making our own champagne ! 

Again, if all this sugar must be mana- 
factured at home, was it not obviously 
hetter that the entrepreneurs of the 
Carlow factory—the most efficient beet fac- 
tory in the world—should be induced to 
carry on the entire scheme? Mr. 
MacEntee shook his head, un:nfluenced by 
the argument of the leader of the Opposi- 
tion that nobody outside that concern in 
all the Free State knew anything about 
the industry. 

Side by side with Mr. MacEntee’s new 
view that beet production in the Free 
State was an industry worthy of State as- 
sistance, the House had the contention of 
Mr. Hogan, the ex-Minister for Agricul- 
ture, exnressed without equivocation, that 
the Carlow. factory had not been a suc- 
cess. Not that he was repentant of 
having been implicated in its inception. 
It had been started as an experiment, he 
said, and most experiments were, in the 
natural course of things, bound to turn 
out failures. 


HAVING IT BOTH WAYS. 


In some Continental countries, Mr. 
Hogan pointed out, beet was produced 
with the aid of half the subsidy that was 
paid in Ireland, but that was possible 
only because the agricultural standard of 
life in those countries was proportionately 
low. This was just one more instance to 
him of the ministerial propensity for 
wanting to “ have it both ways ’’—trying 
to get more people on the land, but not 
admitting that that would mean reducing 
the standards of all of them. 

This speech was complementary to the 
highly statistical contribution of Mr. 
Dockrell, the moral of which was that a 
rude awakening was in store for the 
Government cne day, when they dis- 
covered that an “ absolute shut-down ”’ 
of Free State exports must result from the 
‘increase of trading costs. 


A RELIEF SCHEME. 


There was no question in the mind of 
any Opposition speaker that beet-growing 
was inevitably umeconomic; but Mr. 
Dillon—who considered that nothing short 
of a grave national emergency would 
justify the tax of sixpence a week which 
the increase in sugar prices would con- 
stitute for every married working man 
in the Free State—was prepared to admit 
that it had some sort of merit if it were 
run frankly as a relief scheme. 

“If the herd is to be let loose,” he 
added, reverting to the metaphor of the 
elephant, “it should be let loose in con- 
gested areas.” 

“ You could not graze elephants there,”’ 
interjected Mr. Lemass, with quick 
repartee. 

“ No,” Mr. Dillon admitted. “ The 
publie will have to feed him, at three- 
farthings a pound—and the bigger he 
grows the dearer he will get.”

“The view of Australia is that, for this 
Conference to have achieved nothing 
except to have brought about a limitation 
of production or plans to that end, is, 
indeed, an admission that the Conference 
has failed in the great task which it set 
out upon. Australia is not desirous of 
being associated with one aspect of that 
policy which quite possibly is going to 
prove disastrous.in the end. In exceptional 
cases we would have been prepared to co- 
operate in this particular matter. As it 
is not any part of any co-ordinated plan, I 
must make it clear that Australia does not 
subscribe to any action of this character 
at the moment.”’

To-day there was a “' record ” turnover 
of 9,750,000 shares. The market opened 
irregularly this morning, and, after rally- 
ing, with gains of one to three points, lost 
its balance again, and plunged headlong 
in the afternoon into a wild orgy of sell- 
ing. Trading in many issues was 
demoralised, with the pools liquidating 
their stocks in enormous volume. 

The most sensational casualty in the 
collapse was the Home Stake Mining, 
with a.loss of 37 points. 

In the afternoon losses of from 4 to 12 
points were common. The principal 
losers. included American Telephone.

BIG SURPRISE OF 
THE SEASON. 


TRIUMPH FOR AUSTIN 
AND PERRY. 


AUTEKUIL, Friday. 
N OTHING more remarkable has ever hap- 


ned on the tennis courts at Auteuil 
an the astonishing reversal of 
Wimbledon form to-day in the inter-zone final 
Davis Cup tie between Great Britain and the 


United States. The results were :— 


H. W. Austin (Great Britain) beat 4H. 
Elisworth Vines (U.S.A.)—6-1, 6-1, 6-4. 

F. J. Perry (Great Britain) beat Wilmer 
Allison (U.S.A.)—6-1, 7-5, 6-4. 


In the most, unexpected fashion, Britain 
closed the first day’s play two matches up, 
with three more to play. 

In the first match Austin had to face an 
opponent whom he had not faced since his 
crushing defeat in the Wimbledon final last 
year. That fact makes more brilliant his 
ultimate achievement, but the Wimbledon 
Vines is not the Vines known at. Auteuil. 
The American to-day showed distinct sings 
of nerves. He had little confidence in his 
normal ability to ace his service delivery. 
In all he served a dozen double faults. His 
crashing forehand drive lacked its usual 
power—at times there was an absence ol 
control. Vines was continually’ beating him- 
self by driving outside. 

VINES NERVOUS. 

All through the American's cannon-ball de- 
liveries had been shaky, and his play, as it 
was in Paris last year in the challenge roun 
was unimpressive. Evidently his nerves were 
playing him false. Austin, however, was both 
cool and collected. He produced rhythmic 
drives of unerring aim, an he made the most 
of the opportunities with which Vines’ pre- 


i sented him. His passing shota were splendidly 


F 


controlled, and, when Vines made his big 
effort in the third set and found some of his 
best form, Austin never cracked, but remained 
as steady as a rock to the end. 

Buoyed wp with Austin’s victory, Perry set 
about Wilmer Allison in a fighting spirit in 
the second match. The Englishman opened 
his account by breaking ‘through the 
American’s first service game, and Allison 
could get only one game in the ore set. 
That was when he served in the third game. 
Thereafter Perry piled up one game “after 
another, to take the set in only- ten minutes. 

ALLISON’S BID FAILS. 
Allison made a great bid for the second 


+ set. He broke through Perry s first service, 


game to love, and fought through to lead at 
3-1, and later 4-2. During this “spell Allison 
was placing the bails to awkward spots,playing 
a far brainier game than Vines had done. 
His volleying was sure in its aim and soundly 
timed—the whole quality of his play reached 
a high standard. Moreover, Allison cleverly 
exploited the centre court theory. He directed 
his drives straight down the middle of the 
court to the baseline—thus keeping Perry 
away from the net position. Allison led 4-2, 
but Perry took three games to go ahead at 
5.4. Allison won his service for 5 all, but 
playing brilliantly Perry took the next two 
games for the set. 
AN EXCITING FINISH. 

Allison was fighting every step in the third 
set and keeping a good length, but Perry was 
in an unbeatable mood and piled up ‘three 
cames in a very short time, Perry slacked off 
to give Allison the fourth game, but he was 
up again at the net putting the balls away in 
the fifth for. a 4-1 lead, Here Allison refused 
to admit himself beaten, He volleyed at the 
net and sent across a few soft ones tempting 
Perry into error and reduced the lead to 4-2. 
Then. from love-40 down on his service Perry 
pulled up to deuce in the next game, but 
finally dropped it on errors to shorten his lead 
to 43. Allison did his utmost not to be 
heaten in three sets. Twice he aced Perry for 
a love game to level the score at 4 all, thus 
having taken three games in a row. 

But Allison was tiring. His last two returns 
in the next game sailed out to bring Perry 
within a game of the match, which, however, 
still took some winning. After a thrilling 
game .with several deuces, Perry won it for

A DUBLIN DOCTOR’S 
SWIM. 


—— 


FROM BAILY LIGHTHOUSE 
TO DUN LAOGHAIRE, 


- A remarkable feat of endurance was per- 
formed yesterday morning by Dr, T. A. 
Cronhelm, St. Albans, arrington place, 
Dublin, when he swam across Dublin Bay 
from the Baily Lighthouse to the West Pier, 
Dun Laoghaire, in four hours and twenty 
minutes. The swimmer is a native of Rath- 
drum, County Wicklow, and has resided in 
Dublin during the past fifteen years. He 
dived into the sea at 9.30, having first coated 
his body with temperature-resisting grease as 
a protection against the cold. ‘Unable to 
adopt a direct course, owing to the numerous 
cross-currents, Dr. Cronhelm headed for the 
Poolbeg Lighthouse, in order to take ad- 
vantage of the ebb tide flowing from the 
Baily Lighthouse to the North Wall. 

It was during this stage of the swim that 
the only exciting incident occurred. <A 
steamer heading for the North Wall passed 
close to and ost swamped him with its 
back-wash. Dr. Cronhelm had to battle with 
a rather heavy swell when sada, | Dun 
Laoghaire, He landed at the West Pier at 
1.50 p.m. He was pay a Bg 9 during the 
swim by a Howth resident, Mr. McConkey, 
who gave him the benefit of his wide know- 
ledge of the tides and conditions of the 


bay. 

Dr. Cronhelm, who is said to be of a 
retiring disposition, received his medical 
education in the Royal College of Surgeons 
and Trinity College, Dublin.
